TREATY OF PEACE (TURKEY) AMENDMENT ORDINANCE 

No. 25 of 1926 

An Ordinance to amend the Treaty of Peace (Turkey) 

Ordinance, 1925. 


BE IT ENACTED by the High Commissioner for Pales¬ 
tine, with the advice of the Advisory Council thereof 


1. This Ordinance may be cited as the Treaty of Peace Short Title. 
(Turkey) Amendment Ordinance, 192(5.

Schedule of the Treaty of Peace (Turkey) Ordinance, 19ii5, Q r di- 

alter Article 58 of the Treaty of Lausanne which is included n anC e 
in that Schedule:- 


ARTICLE 60. 


The States in favour of which territory was or is detacned 
from the Ottoman Empire after the Balkan wars or by the 
present Treaty shall acquire, without payment, all the property 
and possessions of the Ottoman Empire situated therein. 

It is understood that the property and possessions of which 
the transfer from the Civil List to the State was laid down by 
the Irades of the 26th August 1324 (8th September, 1908) 
and the 20th April, 1320 (2nd May, 1909), and also those which, 
on the 30th October, 1918, were administered by the Civil List 
for the benefit of a public service, are included among the 
property and possessions referred to in the preceding paragraph, 
the aforesaid States being subrogated to the Ottoman Empire 
in regard to Ihe property and possessions in questions. The 
Wakfs created on such property shall be maintained. 
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The dispute which Ims arisen between the (ireek and 
Turkish (iovemments relating to property and possessions which 
have passed from the Givil last to the State and are situated 
in territories ot the former Ottoman Kmpire transferred to 
Greece either after the Malkan wars, or subsequently, shall he 
referred to an arbitral tribunal at the Hague, in accordance 
with the special protocol No. 2 annexed to the Treaty of Athens 
of the Ist-lith November, UM.'I. The terms of reference shall 
be settled between the two Governments. 


The provisions of this Article will not modify the 
juridical nature of the property and possessions registered in 
the name of the Givil List or administered by it, which are 
not referred to in the second and third paragraphs above.
